Many motorists forget to 
adjust their driving habits for 
winter and skid on ice and snow. 
Knowing what causes a skid and 
how to get-out of one will help 
you avoid an accident, safety 
authorities say. 

Skids usually are caused by 
rapid acceleration, driving too 
fast for conditions, oversteering, 
sudden turning and braking. 

If you start to skid, do not hit 
the brakes. Keep a firm grip on 
the steering wheel, ease off the 
gas pedal and steer the car in 
the direction you want the front 
of it to go. 5 

Keep your foot off the gas and 
do not touch the brakes until the 
tires regain traction. This tech- 
nique works for both front- and 
rear-wheel-drive vehicles. 

Experienced drivers frequent- 
ly avoid skids by shifting into 


neutral when preparing to stop 
or turn on a slippery road.

Nonetheless, Chicago political 
influence appears to be on the 
wane, with the majority of the 
state’s population growth occur- 
ring in the collar counties and 
the suburbs, which have increas- 
ingly become attractive for eco- 
nomic development. 

“Without question, Richard J. 
Daley was the one who had the 
most impact,” says David H. 
Everson, professor of political 
studies and public affairs at San- 
gamon State University, Spring- 
field. 

Daley could count on a solid 
bloc of Democratic support in 
Chicago, which gave him clout 
in working out compromises 
with Republican governors. 

Along with Chicago's decline 
relative to the suburbs, the city’s 

litical influence also has suf- 
ered from divisions among 
blacks and whites in the Chicago 
Democratic organization. 

Still, the city retains consider- 
able clout, especially when Dem- 
ocratic House Speaker Madigan 
is taken into account 

Madigan often is described as 
the most powerful: politician in 
the state. 

Ironically, despite the big 
impact Chicago has on the rest

A resolution to slip back ipto 
more sensible eating patterns 
seems an appropriate battle c 
for the new year: It’s time to peel 
into the refrigerator for easy-to- 
prepare basic foods.

Tricia Abels, registered dieti- 
tian for the St’ Louis Chapter of 
the American Heart Association, 


| © says eggs have been given at least 


a partial reprieve as new informa- 
tion has _becomie available. 


“Americans are such all-or- 
none people’ that they took the 
information like gospel. At that 
time two @ week were speci- 
fied for heart-healthy eating,” she 
says. “This now can be four a 
week. Part of the reason is that 
eggs have less cholesterol than 
they had previously thought 
because their. methods for mea- 
suring it have improved.” 

For years the amount of choles- 
terol in an egg was listed as 274 
milligrams. The number now cal- 
culated is 211 milligrams. This fits 
into a_.recommen: average of 
300 milligrams cholesterol per day 
on a heart-healthy eating regime. 
Eggs are a nutritious bargain at 
about 80 calories per egg. Of the 5 
to 6 grams fat in an egg yolk— 
there is no cholesterol in the 
white—only about one-third is sat- 
urated.

The.. following _is Hardy's 
account of the trip, which he 
offered exclusively to the Jour- 
nals. 

We left at what the Air Force 
caHs: ‘‘O-Dark-30’’ — which 
means, usually, sometime after 
midnight. That was the case 
with us: 
Force Base, Del. 

Prior to departure, though, we 
were. overwhelmed by the cargo 
that ‘was waiting for airlift to 
Saudi Arabia. This cargo spilled 
out of buildings, onto the tar- 
mac, and in some cases almost 
right up to the flight line itself. 

There was cargo of all kinds; 
it was all palletized for easy 
transfer to the C-5’s (the C-5’s 
being the GaJjaxies, and ‘the 1 
41's being the Starlifters). 


The C-5 is the largest cargo 
aircraft in the free world; it can 
carry 300,000 pounds — that’s 
the payload weight: That’s 
described, by those who use that 
aircraft, as being capable of put 
ting six Greyhound buses end- 











to-end in the cargo bay 

They use it for hauling every- 
thing. around — helicopters, 
tanks, just about whatever. The 


length’ of the C-5 cargo bay, by 
the way, is greater than ‘the 
Wright brothers’ first flight! 
That gives you some indication 
of how far we've come. 

We left Dover at 2:30 to 3 a.m 
that Saturday, Dec. 8; and flew 
to Pope Air Force Base in North 
Carolina. There we picked’ up 
dur load of 73 Army personnel, 
and five tractor-trailer trailers 
packed with parachutes. Then 
we went back to Dover to refuel 
for the flight to the staging area 
in southern Europe 





We were on the ground about 
two hours, once we got to 
southern Europe. It takes that 
long to refuel and to get the first 
crew off and a new crew on.

‘We left from Dover Air — 


Arabia aba the major staging 
base there. It’s a Saudi base that 
had been in existence, but has 
now grown to enormous propor- 
tions since August. A virtual city 
has grown -out.of the desert 
there: a hospital, rows and rows 
of living quarters. 

They’ ve got a theater, a gym- 
nasium, dining hall, laundry, as 
well as Gaine built complete 
operational facilities .to handle, 
direct and distribute the tons 
and tons of cargo that’keep com- 
ing in each‘day, 24 hours a day. 

That reminds me-... We do 
have a shortage of pilots in this 
whole airlift, and we are told 


mand is already at ‘‘wartime 
~speed.”’ Well, Iet’s face it — 
they would be, though not a shot 
has been fired. It's their job to 
supply. 

Those airplanes are flying 
round-the-clock and ‘so are the 
crews. They fly 12 hours and 
they’re off 12. then they fly 12, 
and they’re off 12. This may go 
on for 10 days to two weeks 
before they get back home. 
When they're off, they’re off 
wherever that airplane happened 
to land.-+ y 

But about every 10 days to two 
weeks maybe, they get to go 
home; and as soon as they check 
in, they go to the bottom of the

called out again within 24 hours. 
And that was the case. 

The real kicker on this whole 


thing, for me, was that my 
son-in-law, Maj. Glen Chinn of 
Belleville, was the airlift “com- 


mander — the pilot — on board 
that leg from’ Dover to Pope, to 
Dover and then over to southern 
Europe. It’s really quite a kick 
to fl; 
on the C-5. 
that boy!
